Little Monsters site blows up after the singer posts 
underwear pics in reaction to weight-gain chatter

Lady Gaga, who has faced a week of open criticism for gaining weight, confronted 
detractors Tuesday the best way she knows how: by rallying her legion of fans and 
also revealing something personal, a battle with eating disorders. 

After an Amsterdam concert displayed a fuller-figured Gaga, blogs ignited with 
comments and side-by-side comparisons of her shape. A radio interview saw the 
singer admit she’d put on more than 20 pounds, by her count. 

“I’m dieting right now because I gained, like, 25 pounds,” she said. “I really don’t 
feel bad about it, not even for a second.” 

Still, discourse continued over her size, prompting the “Born This Way” singer 
to take to her social media platform Little Monsters, sharing photos of herself in 
her underwear and admitting body struggles from her teen years. 

“Bulimia and anorexia since I was 15,” she wrote on a dedicated page titled, “A 
Body Revolution 2013.” 

“But today I join the body revolution to inspire bravely,” she said on a series of 
pictures that captured her body from various angles. 

She also shared photos of her father, Joe Germanotta, of her personal assistant 
undergoing radiation therapy to treat breast cancer and of other fans who say the 
Lady inspires them to embrace physical flaws.

West Pullman has recorded three homicides in 
the past week, a RedEye analysis of prelimi- 
nary police data showed. 

On Tuesday, a 25-year-old woman and a 
38-year-old man were shot to death in the 
12000 block of South Eggleston Avenue, police 
said.

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PAT FITZGERALD HAS NORTHWESTERN THINKING BIG TIME

Move over, Bears. There’s an undefeated football 
team in the Chicago area that’s beating expecta- 
tions —and it doesn’t play at Soldier Field. 

The Northwestern Wildcats are 4-0 heading into 
this week’s game in Evanston against Indiana in the 
opening weekend of Big Ten play. 

The Wildcats aren't just seeing success on the 
field, either. Since branding itself as “Chicago’s Big 
Ten Team” two years ago with billboards around 
town, Northwestern has seen its season-ticket base 
for football jump 80 percent, senior associate athlet- 
ic director Mike Polisky said. Nearly all of those new 
ticket holders are from the Chicago area, he said. 

Polisky said some of these Northwestern newbies 
are not alums, but rather Chicagoans who already 
have a team they root for but enjoy attending col- 
lege football games locally. He credited coach Pat 
Fitzgerald with stirring local enthusiasm. 

“I would give the lion’s share of the credit to what 
the football team has done on the field,” Polisky said. 
“We have a long way to go still.” 

Fitzgerald, an Orland Park native and a celebrated 
linebacker for Northwestern in the mid-1990s, has 
been coach of the Wildcats since 2006. He is one of 
the youngest coaches in the Football Bowl Subdivi- 
sion. 

During his tenure, the Wildcats have gone 44- 
36 and have appeared in (and lost) four consecu- 
tive bowl games, including the 2010 Outback Bowl 
against Auburn. 

Northwestern unsuccessfully tried to break its 
bowl streak last year before the Meineke Car Care 
Bowl by carrying around a monkey stuffed animal, 
symbolizing the bowl losses on the team’s back. The 
Wildcats lost that game to Texas A&M, however, and 
now the monkey sits on a table in Fitzgerald’s office. 

Monkey business aside, Fitzgerald, 37, fielded 
questions about Northwestern’s future, the Mid- 
western football scene and Chicago’s role in the 
Wildcats’ success.

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You’ve got a tough stretch coming up. (Northwest- 
ern next month faces Nebraska and lowa back-to- 
back, then Michigan and Michigan State in back-to- 
back road games.) How do you look at that stretch? 
It’s that way every year. It’s kind of the other way 
around. We focus on ourselves. We look inward in- 
stead of outward and worry about what we control. 
And the big thing that we can control is the way 

we approach every day with our attitude and the 
way that we invest to get prepared. It’s kind of been 
the hallmark of our success over the years. We’ve 
prepared, we’ve improved each week and typically 
playing our best football kind of when we hit this 
next stretch. 


Do you think you can be a powerhouse like Ohio 
State or Michigan? 

Obviously, they’ve got a couple hundred more wins 
over us. I want us to be the best we can be. I think 
it’s a waste of your time to worry about comparing 
yourself to others in football and in life. We just 
need to aspire to be the best we can be and then the 
championships will take care of themselves. 


Do you feel Northwestern is Chicago’s Big Ten 
team? 

I’ve definitely seen a change. The motto is one 
thing. ... Our season tickets are up exponentially, 
our attendance numbers are up. The buzz around 
town has been just electrifying. I think we’re still 
just in the foundation stage. We’re not the finished 
product. We're still building that brand. 


How would you rate the Midwestern football scene 
vs. the Southern football scene? 

It’s an easy comparison on wins and losses. I think 
that aspect is very cyclical. There’s been generations 
of time when the Midwest has been dominant and 
now as of lately, the [Southeastern Conference]

has had a great run in national championships. You 
gotta tip your hat and respect that. ... But I look 
more at the big picture. I think college football is as 
strong as it’s ever been. 


How would you describe your fans? 

I think No. 1 I would say “supportive.” Our fans 

are incredibly loyal. They've been through a lot. 
Especially our longtime fans. ... We fast-forward to 
today. ...

‘Last Resort thrills 


A lot of viewers aren’t 
going to like “Last 
Resort,” ABC’s new 
military drama, dis- 
missing it for its crazy 
premise, its charac- 
ters’ speechifying and 
its multiple subplots. 
It’s the season’s riski- 
est new series, but also one of the best. 

My biggest problem with the thrilling pilot 
is that it ended too quickly. It was packed 
with enough explosive stuff for a two-hour 
premiere event.

Kendal (Scott Speedman), are ordered to fire 
some of their 18 onboard nukes at Pakistan. 
They refuse because of the shady way the 
command was sent. Obviously, something

scary and dangerous is happening in Wash- 
ington and our heroes are going to get to the 
bottom of the mystery—or the ocean. 

Chaplin takes his sub and its 150 crew 
members, plus a few secretive Special Forces 
soldiers plucked from the ocean, to an island 
where he makes a stand: In a worldwide ad- 
dress, he warns of a White House coup and 
threatens to launch his nukes if the island 
stronghold is attacked. 

No one gives an ultimatum like Andre 
Braugher. He’s riveting as Chaplin, a man 
who you're not sure is the moral center of the 
story, or a career sailor finally pushed to his 
absolute limit. 

I admit that “Last Resort” tells a far- 
fetched tale, but I choose to go with it. Most 
viewers who do so will enjoy this weekly trip 
to TV’s latest island paradise.

Pouch cocktails 
create instant party 


Tribune Newspapers 
Cocktails in a pouch have bagged a thirsty au- 
dience. 

These single-serving pouches 
offer choices from margaritas 
and pina coladas to fruit-flavored 
daiquiris and sangria. Fuss-free, 
they’re marketed on shelves 
near beer in supermar- 
kets and drugstores for 
the suggested retail price 
of $1.99. An unopened 
1o-ounce pouch has a 
shelf life of one year. 

With the pouches, you 
dont need a gaggle of 
friends for an instant party. 
Just reach in the freezer, 
snip off an end of the foil- 
lined pouch and pour. No 
blender, ice or inventory of 
bartender ingredients is re- 
quired. 

Daily’s Cocktails, a brand 
by American Beverage Corp., 
introduced a pouch line (now 
with seven flavors) in 2005. 
This month the company 
added two new autumn fla- 
vors, said Lisa Coker, chief 
marketing officer. Hard ci- 
der and spiced sangria can 
be enjoyed frozen, chilled or 
warm. 

Seagram’s introduced four 
flavors in its Escapes line this i- 
year. Two more flavors will be 
added in 2013, said Jennifer Mc- 
Cauley, brand manager. 

What drives their popular- 
ity? Price, convenience and 
America’s penchant for sweet drinks, 
said Dale DeGroff, a New York-based 
author and authority on cocktail bev- 
erages. “We grew up on soda pop. Sweet 
drinks. These products are a short hop away 
from a Slurpee. But they're not authentic 
cocktails. They don’t contain any spirits.” 

Information on the labels supports this. 
Tequila and rum are not used, respectively, in 
the margaritas, pina coladas and daiquiris. The 
products are identified as flavored wine prod- 
ucts or flavored malt beverages. The first three 
ingredients, for example, in Daily’s margarita 
are water, high fructose corn syrup and wine. 

All brands contain a mere 5 percent alcohol 
by volume. Because they lack spirits and con- 
tain low alcohol per volume, they can be sold 
in most places where beer and wine are sold.
